
MINUTES OF THE QUARTERLY MEETING 
OF THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 

OCTOBER 27, 1969 



The regular Quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
The Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery at 10 o'clock. 
The meeting was called to order by Mr. Hamilton. The other 
members present were Mrs. Chase and Messrs. Bradley, Chapin, 
Finley, Gray, Kreeger and Thom.

In the absence of objections, and there being no corrections 
suggested, the minutes of the Quarterly Meeting of the Board of 
Trustees held July 23, 1969, were approved as presented. 

Mr. Parulski presented the letter of the Treasurer, dated 
October 27, 1969, which showed a total of expenses over income 
of $202,381.49, including $40,379.16 of non-budget expenses, for 
the Gallery and the Clark Wing for the first nine months of 1969. 
The Assistant Treasurer also reported on the operation of the 
budget for the Gallery and the Clark Wing, which showed that 72 . 2 % 
of the amount budgeted for 1969 had been expended during the first 
three quarters. 

The Treasurer's report showed that the School of Art had 
an excess of income over expenses amounting to $140,944.44 for 
the twelve months ending August 31, 1969, as compared with 
$159,216.46 for the prior year. The expenses of the Art School 
for the year ending August 31, 1969, were 88.3$ of the amount 
budgeted. 
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Several of the Trustees expressed concern as to 
arrangements made for the security of art works in the Gallery. 

Mr. Chapin reported that he was retaining a special consultant 
in insurance and security, and that he expected it would be 
necessary to take more stringent measures to protect the 
Collection. He offered to report more fully to the Trustees 
at their next meeting. 

The Dean of the School of Art presented his report covering 
the period of June I, 1969, through August 31, 1969, which was 
approved and ordered filed with the minutes of the meeting. He 
reported that registration in the 1969 Summer School had decreased 
from 1968, but that 1969 income showed an increase. He described 
new appointments to the Faculty, pointing out that Mr. Roy Slade 
had recently been named Associate Dean for Academic Affairs. 

The Dean called for comments from Mr. Slade, who explained some 
of the new ideas being incorporated in connection with courses 
offered at the School of Art. 

Mr. Bradley reported that, aside from the substantial 
progress having been made on the sales area, there were no major 
developments relating to the buildings and grounds. Mr. Hopps 
indicated that considerable damage had resulted from the July 22, 
1969, flood of the Gallery sub-basement, but that claims were 
being processed under insurance policies and against the owners 
of the adjacent property whose construction activities had been 
in part responsible for the flooding. 

Mrs. Powell described the activites of the Women's Committee, 
calling particular attention to the favorable response encountered 
by their lecture series. 

The Treasurer presented the budget for the School of Art 
for the period from September I, 1969, through August 31, 1970, 
which was amended to show estimated expenditures of $542,620 
and estimated total income of $602,600. The budget was approved 
and ordered filed with the minutes of the meeting. Mr. Thom 
emphasized that all budgets should be complete, including all 
eventualities which could be anticipated, in order to avoid 
readjustments during the year. 

Mr. Chapin reported that a sculpture by Juan Downey had 
been offered as a gift from Barrett M. Linde. Following a 
discussion of the merits of this sculpture, the Board accepted 
it as a gift worth $6,500. 

There being no further business for the regular meeting, 
the Board went into Executive Session. 



ADDENDUM TO THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, OCTOBER 27, 1969 


Mr. Chapin reported that he had contacted nearly ail of the 
prospective members of the Board of Governors whose nominations 
had been approved at the meeting of the Board of Trustees on 
February 7, 1969. He requested authority to nominate three 
additional persons as Governors: Clifford Alexander, Freeborn 
G. Jewett, Jr., and Robert L. Walsh, Jr.

In view of the fact that the By©Laws of the Gallery require that 
the Governors' terms be on a staggered basis, with their expiration 
dates on successive years, Mr. Chapin requested and was granted 
authority to indicate the respective dates on which the term of 
each of the Governors would expire. 

Mr. Hamilton presented a draft dated September 17, 1969, of 
the proposed By-Laws for the Gallery. This draft contained 
certain proposed modifications of the By-Laws as approved on the 
meeting held on May 27, 1968. Following a review of the proposed 
modifications, it was decided that these new By-Laws would be 
presented at the January 1970 stated meeting, or earlier at a 
Special Meeting to be called for their consideration. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned.

Mr. Chapin went on to describe the concept of the greater 
participation of the Gallery in the Washington community. He 
described his recent staff appointments and the changes in the 
structure of the Administration of the Gallery and the School of 
Art. 

Mr. Hopps explained that the Gallery had two main functions: 
to preserve the residues of the past, and to show art which is 
meaningful at the present. He described the efforts of the Gallery' 
staff to decide upon the directions which the Gallery should take. 

Dean Myers outlined the history of the School of Art, its 
affiliation with George Washington University, its various 
activities in the Washington area and abroad, and its recent 
expansion. He pointed out that the School hopes to be able to 
offer a degree of Bachelor of Fine Arts within the near future. 

Mr. Slade, recently named as Associate Dean of the School 
of Art, referred to his June I, 1968, report on the future of 
the School, which was distributed to those present at the 
meeting. He pointed out the need for individual development 
within a creative environment, stressed the School's need for 
money and support, and emphasized that the activities of the 
School must clearly relate to those of the Gallery itself. 

Mrs. Poole described the process of fund-raising, pointing 
out that a great deal of planning would be necessary for the 
Gallery to have a successful capital fund drive. She indicated 
that a small-scale effort is planned for 1969-70, with a major 
effort in about two years. 

Mr. Chapin brought the meeting to a close after pointing 
out that he expected the Governors to meet as a Board only four 
times a year. He emphasized that the committees, when names, 
would be expected to meet frequently in order to carry out the 
responsibilities entrusted to them. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 

at 5:35 p.m.

Mr. Hamilton welcomed the Board of Governors to this their first 
meeting and outlined some of the history of the Gallery. He 
pointed out that the original Deed of Gift required the Board of 
Trustees to run the affairs of the Gallery, but he indicated that 
the Trustees had recently authorized the creation of the Board 
of Governors in order to give the Gallery a wider base in the 
community and to bring about a greater involvement in the Gallery 
He pointed out that the Gallery is a private institution, 
receiving no governmental assistance. 

Mr. Chapin introduced the members of the Board of Governors 
present at the meeting. He explained that the Governors would 
be called upon to participate in various committees, many of 
which would be joint committees with the Board of Trustees, He 
stated that he would advise individual Governors of their appoint 
ments to committees and hoped that all would be willing to 
cooperate where requested.

In the period July 23, 1969 through October 27, 1969, we 
purchased securities in the amount of $45,052.05, which included the 
purchase of two shares of IBM, 300 shares, preferred, Marcor Inc., 
and 300 shares of Standard Oil Company of New Jersey. 

As of September 30, 1969, cash awaiting investment by our 
investment council. The Trust Department of The Riggs National Bank, 
amounted to $1,743.14, plus $13,069.49 in the Consolidated Endowment 
Fund, totalled $14,317.63. 

The Statement of Assests and Values of The Consolidated 
Endowment Fund, as set forth on the Valuation Date, September 30, 1969, 
is attached for the Trustees convenience. A detailed report of Stocks, 
Bonds and Real Estate Notes has been filed with the Executive Vice- 
President . 

I wish to bring to your attention, as of September 30, 1969, 
due to fall tuitions. The Art School Fund has cash in the amount of 
$410,716.36. The Gallery Fund has a deficit of $225,304-36, which 
offsets the cash available for expenses in the amount of $205,539*97.

As I'm sure you realize, this report covers a period of approximately 
six weeks. 

During this time we have re-organized the office with Mrs. Angell as 
List Systems Supervisor, Barbara Bell as Membership Secretary and Sally 
Jenkins as secretary to me. 

We engaged Lester Newell of Newell Associates to review our record 
keeping and acknowledgment procedures and are in the process of implementing 
his recommendations. 

We engaged Taft Associates to prepare a case statement for the 
membership brochure. This statement underwent several rewritings and 
a brochure was then designed by Hubert Leckie. 

This brochure, with a covering letter from you and a return envelope, 
is new being mailed «n eH£lua he# to the combined and flushed cultural list 
in Washington including The Arena Stage, the Washington Theatre Club, 
tiie National Ballet, the Washington Performing Arts, and the Washingtonian 
Magazine. This mailing amounts to 50,000. 

As of the 19th of September the Corcoran had 4,235 members. 

In addition to planning a drive for new members, we have also investigated 
in depth the possibility of consolidating our membership billing into a 
single period and combining this with the inauguration of annual giving. 

We have also engaged Donald E. Smith, Vice President for University 
Relations, University of Rochester, as a consultant for long range planning. 

We have had one session with him and foresee that this consulting relation¬ 
ship will continue with iiis visits here probably every six weeks or so.

The Cybernetic 
Serendipity Exhibition opened July 15 th and continued through August 31st at 
the Dupont Center. Eight thousand one hundred and thirty people attended 
which indicates the popularity of this event. On September 15 th the members 
were invited to the Gallery for cocktails and then to go by bus to the Kennedy 
Stadium for the Senators Baseball Game. The evening proved to be a successful 
one and was well received by those who attended. Two hundred and fifty people 
purchased tickets for this event. 

As far as I am able to ascertain, there was a billing last fall and then a 
follow-up billing after the first of this year. I would assume from this that 
many members have not been billed for over a year. 

Membership receipts for the Membership Department through September 30th totalled 
$39,367*97- Membership receipts for the year 1968 for this same period totalled 
$32,926.32.

PROJECTS 

The Columbia Division opened its first session of school with 
a summer program consisting of classes for adults and young 
people in introductory art, drawing and perspective, contempo¬ 
rary media, painting, design, graphics, ceramics and sculpture, 
art history, textile design, and printmaking. 

A security survey of the school necessitated several structural 
and procedural improvements for the protection of school pro¬ 
perty, personnel, and students. Glass security doors have been 
installed in the foyer and office entrance to implement security. 

The food services contract has been transferred from the Macke 
Company to the Marriott Hot Shoppes for improvement in services 
and facilities. The student lounge and food services room has 
been moved to the base of the stairs in the lower level, and 
the old student lounge has been adapted as a studio for the 
Sculpture Department. The former studio 10 is under renovation 
to become the School Gallery, which will open in September. 

The Sculpture Department will also be relocated in Studio 7, 
with access to the garden and an outside studio, thus making 
possible larger pieces of work never before possible due to 
space limitations. 
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The Corcoran School Abroad completed its second trip to 
England for study at Leeds College of Art, bring back 
with it Roy and Rona Slade, who will enter the adminis¬ 
tration and staff of the school during the 1969-70 aca¬ 
demic year.
